The Railroads9 statement of their post* 
lion on the threatened strike, as presented 
to the President of the United States 


A strike on all the railroads of the country has been called by the Tram 


BrotherlxDods for 7 o'clock Monday morning, September 4. 


This strike was ordered from Washington while the President of the : 


United States was making every effort to avert the disaster. 


The Final Railroad Proposal 
' 


The final proposal made by the railroads for a peaceful settlement of the con- 


troversy, but which was rejected by the brotherhoods, was as follows: 
; 


(a) The railroads will, effective September i, 1916, 


keep the time ot all men represented in this movement, 
upon an 8 hour basis and by separate account, monthly, 
with each man, maintain a record of the difference 
between the money actually earned by him on the 
present basis and the amount that would have been 
earned upon an S hour basis—;ovcrtime on each basis 
to be computed pro rata. 


The amounts so shown will be subject to the 


decision of the Commission, provided for in Paragraph 
(c) of this memorandum and payable in money, as 
may be directed by said Commission in its findings and 
decision. 


(b) The Interstate Commerce Commission to 


supervise the keeping of these accounts and report the 
Increased cost of the 8 hour basis, after such period of 


actual experience as their judgment approves or tha 
•_ 


President may fix, not, however, less than three * 
months. 


(c) In view of the far-reaching consequences of the "' 


declaration made by the President, accepting the 
-„ 


8 hour dny, not only upon the railroads and the classes : 
of labor involved directly in this controversy, but to 
the public and upon all industry, it seems plain that . 
before the existing conditions are changed, the whole

subject in so far as it affects the railroads and their

Statement of Executives to tlie President 


In submitting this proposal to the President, the fifty railroad executives called to 


Washington and representing all the great arteries of traffic, made this statement to 
him of their convictions: 


The demands in this controversy have not been 


presented, in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours o£ labor or change in methods of opera- 
tion, but for the real purpose of accomplishing an 
increase in wages of approximately One Hundred 
Million Dollars per annum, or 3 3 per cent, for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor organizations in this matter. 
. - . . . - . 


After careful examination of the facts and patient 


and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public, involved in the decision 
of them. 


Trustees for the Public 


As trustees for the public served by our lines and 


for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not 
less than So per cent, of the whole number) interested 
in the railroad wage fund—as trustees also for the 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capita] in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving- banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars, in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cnnnot in 
conscience surrender without a hearing, the principle 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 
that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 


involves an annual increase, approximately, in the 
aggregate of Sixty Millions of Dollars, and an increase 
of more than 20 per cent, in the pay of the men, 
already the most highly paid in the transportation 
service. 


The ultimate cost to the railroads of an admission 


in this manner of the principle under contention 
cannot now be estimated;

In goqd faith we have worked continuously and earnestly in a sincere effort to , 


solve the problem in justice to all the parties at interest. These efforts were still; 
in progress when the issuance of the strike order showed them to be unavailing. 


Problem Threatens Democracy.Itself 


The strike, if it comes, will be forced upon the country by the best-paid 


class of laborers in the world, at a time when the country has the greatest need 
for transportation efficiency. 


The problem presented is not that alone of the railroad or business world, 


but involving democracy itself, and sharply presents the question whether any 
group of citizens'should be allowed to possess the power to imperil the life 
of the country by conspiring to block the arteries of commerce.

In view of (he- threatened railroad slr.ke. now happily to be averted' 


the legal authorities of the country are discussing (he powers vested in 
tho president to meet sneh an emergency in c:>so congress should take 
no action. Some claim Ihe president has ample power to stop lha strike 
under tho Sherman anli-trust law, while other ^authorities point fo the 
exemption provided for labor unions in Ihe Clayton act passed in 1914. 
The latter measure provided that such unions shall he exempt from the 


operation nt the Sherman law "while lawfully carrying out the legitimate 


objects thereof." 


The critics of Ihe president claim that the Brotherhoods who plan 


a strike that would paralyze the business of tho country are not engaged 
in legitimate business and, therefore, not exempt from the anli-trnst law. 
That is a question that would have to be settled by the courts. - 


Section 1 of the Sherman anti-trust law says: 
"Every contract, combination in the form of a trust or otherwise, or 


,conspiracy in resirninl of trade or commerce among the several states, or 
'with foretell niiiions, is hereby declared to he illegal. 
Every person who 


shall make any such contract or engage in any such combination or con- 
spiracy, shall be deemed gai\t.y of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
thereof shall lie punished by fine not exceeding $5000, or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or by both said punishments, in the discre- 


tion of (lie courts." 


But should this law he met with passive resistance the enforcement 


'' of its penalties would defeat its purpose. 
The president, might order 


.wholesale arrests and prosecution uf the strikers; but that would not 


start up the railway service. 
To put the strikers in jail would rather 


picvent them from going back to work. 
Thus the Sherman anti-trust 


,law does not, as some unfriendly organs declare, give President Wilson 
'•the power necessary to deal with the present situation so as to prevent 


the strike and protect the public. 


1 
For these reasons congress is obliged to concede the eight-hour day 


•'in order to avert the strike and protect the country. But with this con- 


i cession goes Ihe assurance to the railroads that they will get an increase 
K)f rates to enable them to meet the increased expense. 
Thus again it 


"comes down to extorting more money from the public just because the 
'jailroad Brotherhoods have the power to coerce congress.

The. Railroads' statement of their posi- 
tion on the threatened strike, as presented 
to the President of the United States 


A strike on all the railroads of the country has been called by the Train 


Brotherhoods for 7 o'clock Monday morning, September 4. 


This strike was ordered from Washington while the President of tha 


United States was making every effort to avert the disaster. 


The Final Railroad Proposal 


The final proposal made by the railroads for a peaceful settlement of the col? 


troversy, but which was rejected by the brotherhoods, was as follows: 


(a) The railroads will, effective September i, 1916, 


keep the time of all men represented in this movement^ 
upon an 8 hour basis and by separate account, monthly, 
with each man, maintain a record of the difference 
between the money actually earned by him on the 
present basis and the amount that would have been' 
earned upon an 8 hour basis—-;overtime on each basis 
to be computed pro rata. 


The amounts so shown will be subject to the 


decision of the Commission, provided for in Paragraph 


• (c) of this memorandum and payable in money^as' 
may be directed by said Commission in its findings and 
decision. 


(by The Interstate Commerce Commission to 


supervise the keeping of these accounts and report the 
increased cost of. the S hour basis, after such period of 


actual experience as their judgment approves or tha 
President may fix, not, however, less than three 
months. 


(c) In view of the far-reaching consequences of. the • 


•declaration made by the President, accepting the 
8 hour day, not only upon the railroads and the classes 
of labor involved directly in this controversy, but t<j 
the public and upon all industry, it seems plain that 
beiore:the existing conditions are changed, the whola . 
subject in so far. as it affects the railroads and their . 
employees, should be investigated and determined by 
a Commission to be appointed by the President, of 
such standing as to compel attention and respect to 


• its findings. 
The judgment of such a Commission 


would be a helpful basis for adjustments with labor 
and such legislation as intelligent "public opinion, so 
informed, might demand. 


Statement of Executives to the President 


In submitting this proposal to the President, the fifty railroad executives called to 


Washington and representing all the great arteries of traffic, made this statement to 
him of their convictions: 
' 


The demands in this controversy bave not been 


presented, in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours'of labor or change in methods of opera- 
tion, but for ihe real purpose of accomplishing: an 
increase in wsges of approximately One Hundred 
Million Dollars per annum, or 3 5 per cent, for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor organizations in this matter. 
. : 


After careful examination of the facts and patient 


and continuous consultation with tbfi Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public, involved in the decision 
of them. 


Trustees for the Public 


As trustees for the public served by our lines and 


for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not 
less than 80 per cent, of the whole number) interested 
in the railroad wage fund—as trustees also for the 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars; in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 
conscience surrenderwithout a hearing.theprinciple 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 
that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 


involves an annual increase, approximately,- in the 
aggregate of Sixty Millions of Dollars, agd an increase 
of more than 20 per cent, in the pay'of the men, 
already the most highly paid in the transportation 
service. 


The ultimate cost to the railroads of an admission 


in this manner of the principle under contention 
cannot now be estimated; the effect upon the effi- 
ciency of the transportation of the country now 
already under severe test under the tide of business 
now moving, and at a time when more, instead of less, 


effort is required Eon the public welfare, would ba 
harmful beyond-calculation. 
:. / 


'• ' The widespread effect' upon the industries of the 
country as a whole ia beyond measure or appraise- 
ment at this time, and we agree with the insistent and 
widespread public concern over the gravity of the 
situation and the consequences of a surrender by the 
railroads in this emergency. 


In like manner we are deeply impressed with the 


sense'of our responsibility to maintain and keep open 
the arteries of transportation, which carry the life 
blood of the commerce of the country,' and of thtf" 
consequences that will flow. from even temporary 
interruption of service over the railroads, but tjie 
issues presented have been raised above and beyond 
the social and monetary questions involved, and 
the responsibility for .the consequences that may 
arise will rest upon those that provoke it. 


Public Investigation Urged 


The questions involved are in our'respectful judg- 


ment; eminently suitable for the calm investigation 
and decision by the public through the agency of fair 
arbitration, and cannot be disposed of, to the public" 
satisfaction,' in any oU»r manner. 


. The decision of a Commission or Board of Arbi- 


tration, having the public confidence, will be accepted 
by the public, and the social and financial rearrange- 
ments made necessary thereby will be undertaken by 
the public, but in no_ less deliberate nor orderly 
manner. 


The railroads of the country cannot under present 


, conditions assume this enormous increase in their 
'expenses. 
If imposed upon them; it would involve 


many in early financial embarrassment and bank- 
.ruptey and imperil the power of all to maintain 
their credit and the integrity of their securities. 


The immediate increase in cost, followed by other 


increases that would be inevitable, would substan- 
tially appropriate the present purchasing power of 
the railroads and disable them from expanding and 
improving their facilities and equipment, to keep 
abreast of the demands of the country for efficient 
transportation service. 


In good faith we have worked continuously and earnestly in a sincere effort to 


solve the'problem in justice to all the parties at interest. These efforts were still 
in progress when the issuance of the strike order showed them to be unavailing. 


Problem Threatens Democracy Itself^- v0^ 


The strike, if it comes, will be forced upon the country by the best paid 


class of laborers in the world, at a time when the country ha^che greatest need 
for transportation efficiency, 


The problem presented is not that alone of the railroad or business world, 


but involving democracy itself, and sharply presents the question whether any 
group of citizens should be allowed to possess the power to imperil the life 
of the country by conspiring to block the arteries of commerce.

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THE 
PRESIDENT'S 
POWER 


In view of (he threatened railroad strike, now happily to he averted' 


the legal authorities of the country are discussing HIP powers vested in 
the president to meet such aji emergency in case congress' should take 
no action. Rome claim the president has ample power to stop the strike 
under the. Sherman anti-trust law, while other authorities point to the 
exemption provided for labor unions in the Clayton net passed in 1014. 
The latter measure provided (hat such unions shall he exempt from the 


operation of the Sherman law "while lawfully carrying out the legitimate 
objects thereof." 


The critics of the president claim that the Brotherhoods who plan 


a stiikc that would paralyze the business of the country are not engaged 
in legitimate business and, therefore, not exempt from the anti-trust law. 
That is n question thai would have to he settled by the courts. 


Section 1 of the Sherman anti-trust law says: 
"Every contract, combination in the form.of a trust or otherwise, or 


conspiracy in rest mint of trade or commerce among the several states, or 
with foreign nations, is hereby declared to be illegal. 
Every person who 


shall make any such contract or engage in any such combination or con- 
spiracy, shall be deemed giiilly of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
thereof shall he punished by fine not exceeding $5000, or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or by both said punishments, in the discre- 


tion of the courts." 


But. should this law be met with passive resistance the enforcement 


of its penalties would defeat its purpose. 
The president might order 


wholesale arrests and prosecution ot the strikers; but that would not 
stail up the railway service. 
To put the strikers in jail would rather 


pie\ent them from going back to work. 
Thus the Sherman anti-trust 


l<\« does not, as some unfriendly organs declare, give President Wilson 
the power necessary to deal with the present situation so as to prevent 


the strike and protect the public. 
, 
For these reasons congress is obliged to concede the eight-hour day 


m order to avert the strike and protect the country. But with this con- 
cession goes the assurance io the railroads that they will get an increase 
of rates to enable them to meet the increased expense. 
Thus again it 


tomes down to extorting more money from the public just because the 
railroad Brotherhoods have the 
-.ivcv to eoerce congress.

terday, tho Bay Stats management of- 
fered less than their present seals of 
wages to its motorrnen and conductors 
in answer to their demands for wago 
increases averaging about 20 per cent.

nying six-cent fares to the Bay State 
Street Railway, the company loses a 
spectacular fight that has cost thou- 
sands of dollars and lasted nearly a 
year.

commission filed an order der.ylngr 'he 
company the right to put its proposed 
schedule of rates into effect, saying: 
"In our opinion, the 
proposed

festly cannot be allowed, and the right 
to carry it into effect must be denied." 


The commission virtually assures the 


company that a new schedule of rates 
"within certain restrictions" will be 
approved by the commission without 
further hearing, and become effective 
within 30 days of the time of filing. 
nutibt If It Would Benefit 


"If the company wishes to increase 


the prevailing fares upon these lines 
(interurban districts) it is just and 
leasonablo in our judgment for It to 
do .so," says the commission. "Certain 
restrictions upon the discretion of the 
management in this respect, however, 
should be Indicated." 


Relative to the districts where the 


commission concludes t^iat there should 
be no fare Increase it eays: 


"There 
is no evidence before the 


commission which would justify it in 
permitting the regular unit of cash 
fare to he increased In the populous 
centres which are 
already 
carrying 


their fair share of the burden. 
"We also have grave doubt whether 


an increase in the five-cent unit in this 
thickly settled, 
short-haul 
territory 


where jitney competition Is so feasible 
and so prevalent would be of material 
benefit to the company.
